. number of designated nuclear-free zones has ended in total failure 
and ihe.

Mr. Musa's u-ife 
said unidentified armed men dragged him from his home in the 
old city of Sidon at dawn. His body was found near a Sidon 
cemetery, the sources added. Resistance forces meanwhile struck 
twice Saturday in the south, the sources said. A roadside bomb 
exploded near an Israeli patrol on the coast road south o I - Tyre and 
another patrol came under automatic weapons fire on the A1 Buss 
road north of the city. There was no immediate word on cas- 
ualties.

Hussein receives 
Mubarak’s message

AMMAN — His Majesty King Hussein Sat- 
urday received a message from Egyptian 
President Hosni Mubarak dealing with the 
latest political developments in the region 
and Jordanian-Egyptian coordination in 
moves in the international arena to find a 
comprehensive solution to the Palestinian 
problem. 


The message, delivered by Pre- 
sident Mubarak's special political 
adviser. Dr. Osama Al Baz, dealt 
with “Jordanian-Egyptian moves 
in the.interijatioual arena to serve 
the Palestine question and the leg- 
itimate rights of the Palestinian 
people,” the Jordanian News 
'Agency, Petra, said.’ 

Dr. Baz. who is also Egypt’ s first 
deputy foreign minister, was rec- 
eived by the King at the Royal 
■Palace in Aqaba in a meeting att- 
ended by Royal Court Chief Mar- 
wan Al Oasem, Court "Minister 
Adnan Abu Odeh, Armed Forces 
Commander-in-Chief General - 
; Sharif Zaid Tbn Shaker and Egy- 
ptian Ambassador to Jordan Ihab 
Wahbe: : 

Dr. Bar-arrived Saturday-mor- 
ning and was scheduled to leave

president said earlier this week. 

The King has long been dis- 
cussing a joint approach to Middle 
East peace efforts with Palestinian 
leader Yasser Arafat, and Mr. 
Mubarak has supported the ini- 
tiative since Jordan restored dip- 
lomatic ties with Cairo last year. 

Ali: No results yet 

Egyptian Prime Minister Kama! 
Hasson Ali was quoted as saying 
Saturday the talks between Jordan 
and the Palestine Liberation Org- 
anisation (PLO) to forge a joint 
approach to peace efforts have 


produced no tangible results so 
far. 

Mr. Ali, in an interview with the 
Cairo daily Al Gomhuriya. called 
on Israel to recognise the PLO. 
arguing that the organisation alr- 
eady has implicitly recognised the 
Jewish state by accepting the 1 9R2 
Arab peace plan adopted at a 
summit conference in Fez, Mor- 
occo. 

Mr. Ali said coordination bet- 
ween Jordan and the PLO was 
“the starting point" for rea- 
ctivation of stalled peace efforts. 

“The Jordanian- Palestinian 
dialogue has been going on for a 
long time and has not resulted in 
anything specific until now," Mr. 
Ali told the newspaper. 

This appeared at variance with a 
remark by President Mubarak to 
reporters last Wednesday. Mr. 
Mubarak said he believes “there 
.has been ooncrefe progress in the 
process o f- coorSoiatiba between 
the PLO and Jordan” 

■ “It is clear that the PLO in its 
new form has not taken a fiqn 
stand or has not yet reached a dec- 
'isiop on the shape of (future). 
Jordanian-Palestinian rel- 
ationship or a negotiating method 
in future (peace) talks,” Mr. Ali 
said. 

• His mention of the PLO’s “new 
form” apparently referred to Iasi 
November’s meeting in Amman 
of the Palestine National Council 
(PNC). The meeting was boy- 
cotted by pro-Syrian hardline fac- 
tions. 

■King Hussein proposed to the 
PNC’ a joint PLO-Jordanian str- 
ategy based on trading territory 


for peace in future negotiations 
with Israel. 

The King proposed basing the 
Arab stand on U.N. Security Cou- 
ncil Resolution 242, which calls 
for Israeli withdrawal from occ- 
upied territories. The PLO rej- 
ected this resolution on ground it 
failed to provide for a Palestinian 
homeland or self-determination. 

“Israel should recognise the 
PLO because this is the only way 
to a Palestinian- Israeli dialogue, 
and it would facilitate many 
things.” Mr. Ali said. 

“The PLO’s acceptance of the 
Fez resolutions was implicit rec- 
ognition of Israel.” 

The eight-point Fez peace plan, 
which called for an independent 
Palestinian state under PLO lea- 
dership. also provided for U.N. 
Security Council peace guarantees 
for “all countries” in the region. 
This was the point Mr. Ali had in 
mind. 

Both Israel and the United-Sta- 
tes oppose 1 an independent Pal- 
estinian state. Israel refuses to 
deal with the PLO. and the United 
States has said repeatedly It will 
not talk to the PLO until it pub- 
licly recognises Israel's right to 
exist. 

Craxi: Clear stand essential 

Italian Prime Minister Bettino 
Craxi said in an interview pub- 
lished Saturday that a dear 
Jordanian-Palestinian rel- 
atfonsJiip^ifas.iSecded il ihe- E trr~. 
ope an Community was to con- 
tribute effectively to a Middle 
East settlement. 

“To have an effective European 
movement (towards a settlement ). 
there should be fruitful ground 
and within such a framework there 
should be a clear Jordanian- 
Palestinian relationship,” the 
newspaper Al Sharq AI Awsat 
quoted him as saying. 

“ We should work for a peaceful 
settlement which would respect 
Israel's right to exist as well as the 
rights of the Palestinians,” said 
Mr. Craxi, whose country cur- 
rently chairs the European Com- 
munity’s (EC) Council of Min- 
isters.

Right-wing Falangist radio, 
which broadcast the threat, said it 
came from an anonymous caller 
claiming to represent a “Black 
Brigades Executive Committee — 
February 6 Martyrs”’ ■ ‘ 

Gunmen who said they .belonged, 
to a hitherto, unknown “Black 
Brigade” seized a Cypres airways 
plane and its crew at Beirut airport 
oriThuisJay for six hours to dem- 
and freedom for two Lebanese jai- 
led in Cyprus after a 1983 hijack. 


Pravda: 

U.S. trying 
to ‘poison’ 
arms talks

MOSCOW (AP) — The Com- 
munist Party daily Pravda’s Sat- 
urday editorial said Washington 
. falsely accuses the Soviet Union of 
violating arms agreements to 
“poison the atmosphere” around 
the March 12 Geneva talks by 
implying new accords with the 
Krtmlm would be futOe. 

In a lengthy editorial issued Fri- 
day night by the official news age- ’ 
ncy TASS, Pravda said U.S. off- 
■ idols claim the Soviet Union vicH 
fetes existing weapons control tre- 
aties in an effort to mask U.S. yio- 
■tattoos. ' ; 

Pravda listed five areasin which 

the Sovietscontend Americaa'mil- 
itary progr amm es have violated’ 
. international, agreements, inc- 
luding the 197-2 Anti-Ban istic 
Missile Treaty and the Helsinki 
Final Act. 


The plane and crew were freed 
after sources in Nicosia said Cyp- 
rus had agreed in principle to free 
the jailed men at an unspecified 
date. They have not yet been rel- 
eased. . 

Falangist radio said the caller 
said the gunmen had kept their 
promise to Cyprus by releasing the 
plane and crew, but retaliation 
would follow if the Cypriot gov- 
ernment did not release the hij- 
ackers. 

On- Friday, a' Cypriot gov- 
ernment spokesman denied any 
deal had been made to guarantee 
the prisoners’ release. 

“We fulfilled our promise to the 
Cypriot government by rel earing 
the plane and its crew,” the. radio 


quoted the group as saying. “If the 
Cypriot authorities do not res- 
pond to our demands by releasing 
the two captured Lebanese, we 
will then have to blow up Cypriot 
and Libyan authorities in any cou- 
ntry of the world.” 

The two' Lebanese were arr- 
ested in June 1 983 after hijacking 
a Romanian jetliner chartered by 
the Libyan government in an att- 
empt to. seek release of Imam 
Mousa Sadr, founder of the Leb- 
anese Shi* he Muslim Amal mov- 
ement. 

Imam Sadr disappeared during 
an official visit to Libya in 1 978.

‘Star Wars’ should also 
shield Europe, Kohl says 


MUNICH (AP) — Chancellor 
Helmut Kohl said Saturday he was 
"greatly disturbed 1 ” at imp- 
rovements in Soviet bloc military 
power and urged the. United Sta- 
tes to ensure Western Europe’s 
protection under any future 
space-based defence system- 

Dr. Kohl also said the 'app- 
roaching U.S.-Soviet arms talks 
would be a success only if they 
“reopen the door to dialogue all 
around’’ between .Eastern and 
Western Europe, especially East 
and West Germany. 

“East- West politics should not 
be confined to arms control and 
security issues,- nor should they 
consist exclusively of a global bil- 
ateralism between the sup- 
erpowers,” Dr. Kphi told a wee- 
kend gathering of top NATO off- 
icials and foreign policy experts. 

“ An unframmelcd dialogue and 
a policy of understanding and rap- 
prochement with all our Eastern 
neighbours are also an integral 
part of our overall peace and sec- 
urity,” he said. 

The confereuce-was held a week' 


after anti-NATO terrorists killed 
the chairman of a major military 
aircraft engine manufacturing 
firm at his home in.suburban Mun- 
ich. 

French Defence Minister Cha- 
rles Hemu was to speak later on 
his nation’s role in NATO. U.S. 
Defence Secretary Caspar Wei- 
nberger is to speak Sunday on the 
“Star Wars” plan. 

Dr. Kohl, the opening speaker 
at the conference entitled “Cha- 
nges in the Alliance," said Pre- 
sident Reagan’s space defence 
research programme, dubbed 
1 “ Star Wars,” was a “ powerful inc- 
entive" fonhe Soviets to return to 
trie arms-reduction negotiating 
table-after IS months. i 
: Dr.. Kohl said efforts to make 
defensive weapons more central 
to deterrence strategy. would red-- 
uce the risk of war, but added, “a 
space-based defensive system 
must make full allowance for the 
strategic unity of the area emb- 
raced” by the North Atlantic Tre- 
aty Organisation (NATO).

BAHRAIN (Agencies) — Iraq 
and Iran Saturday reported att- 
acks on civilian areas following 
warnings by each country of ret- 
aliation if sitch strikes should con- 
tinue in the 52-month-old Gull 
war. 

Iraq said in a high command 
communique that Iran shelled the 
. border township of A I Shihabi on 
the central from and Al Mouza 
cast of the- southern port of Basra 
Saturday, killing a woman, wou- 
nding a child and demolishing 
three houses. 

Iran said tour houses were des- 
troyed Friday in the battered oil 
city of Abadan by long-distance 
Iraqi artillery. It reported no cas- 
ualties. 

Iran's President Ali Khamenei 
said Saturday Tehran would ret- 
aliate against Iraqi population 
centres if Baghdad did not stop 
attacks on civilian areas within 48 
hours. 

Referring to the reported Ira- 
nian attacks. Iraq in iis com- 
munique Saturday said “the Ira- 
nian regime is responsible for this 
crime and will be punished at a 
time to be defined by Iraq.” An 
Iraqi Foreign Ministry spokesman 
said Iraq would deal “two blows 
for one.” 

The Iranian report contained in 
a joint staff communique carried 
by the national news agency 
1RNA made no further mention of 
retaliatory attacks. 

Tehran Radio, however, rep- 
orted another communique as say- 
ing the armed forces and rev- 
olutionary guards corps had said 
they were fully prepared to bring 
Iraqi cities near the border under 
attacks when Mr. Khamenei's 
deadline expired. 

Each side has accused the other 
of breaking a U.N.-sponsored 
agreement last June not to attack 
civilian areas. 

On the war fronts. Iraq said its 
planes flew 1 1 1 sorties against 
Iranian positions Saturday on the 
central and southern fronts, inf- 
licting heavy losses in men and 
equipment. 

Efforts launched by the Arab 
Gulf states seek a' peaceful end to 
the Iran-Iraq war appeased to 
lake a new turn last week when the 
Kuwaiti foreign minister said Syr- 
ian President Hafez Al Assad has 
pledged to use his influence with 
Tehran to end the conflict. 


Arabsat begins orbit 
after hitch-free launch 


KOUROU. French Guiana 
(Agencies) — The Arab World's 
first communications satciiite was 
orbiting the Earth Saturday fol- 
lowing a successful launch by a 
European Ariane-3 rocket. 

The 22-rainute flight of the roc- 
ket. which also launched a Bra- 
zilian satellite, went without a 
hitch after lift-off shortly before 
midnight GMT Friday night from 
its jungle launch site in French 
Guiana on the northeast coast of 
South America. 

■ Executives*'' OF .the Aratt-Tinrt- 
Brazilian projects expre^fed del- 
ight with the trouble-free mission, 
which marked another success for 
Arianespace. a European con- 
sortium which markets the Ariane 
launch services: The cost of the 
launch was between $25 million 
and $30 million for each satellite. 

AJawi Kayyai. Saudi Arabia's 
telecommunications minister, said 
he was “very happy, very exc- 
ited”. in a live transmission bea- 
med from the launch site to the 
Arianespace headquarters in 
Evry, south of Paris. 

“It's a success story in every 
aspect. Apart from being an imp- 
ortant step forward for the Arab 
World, it demonstrates a suc- 
cessful exchange of technology 
with France," he added. 

European space agency officials 
said Fridays launch was flawless 
and the two satellites were dep- 
loyed on schedule by Ariane's 


third stage. 

A live transmission of the lau- 
nch. beamed to the headquarters 
of the Arianespace company hea- 
dquarters south of Paris, showed 
the Ariane-3 rocker soaring smo- 
othly into the night sky with its 
twin payload. 

Lift-off was timed at 8.22 p.m. 
local time (2322 GMT) and the 
tw6 satellites were injected into 
geostationary orbit about 20 min- 
utes later. 

-JDw^22.-nnj[UJto flight., of the 
expendable launcher went wit- 
hout a hitch and the Arab satellite 
separated on schedule, followed 
95 seconds later by the Brazilian 
satellite. 

The Arabsat 1 -A satellite, built 
principally by the French com- 
pany Aerospatiale in Toulouse, 
will provide telephone, telex, tel- 
evision and radio transmissions 
for 22 members of the Arab Lea- 
gue stretching from the Atlantic to 
the Gulf. 

It is the first of three Arab sat- 
ellites being built by Aerospatiale 
at a cost of $134 million. The sec- 
ond is due to be launched by an 
American space shuttle later this 
year, while the third will be kept in 
reserve. 

Brasilsat-l. the first of two sat- 
ellites built by the Canadian com- 
pany Star Aerospace Limited, is 
designed to function for eight 
years and to provide similar ser- 


vices. 

Chadli Klibi, secretary-general 
of the Arab League, said in a 
French radio interview Friday that 
.the use of Arabsat- 1 would be 
governed by a bread-based cou- 
ncil. 

Mr. Klibi added that several 
Afrioan and Asian countries were 
within the range of Arabsat 1-A. 
and that this could present “int- 
eresting possibilities for technical 
and economic cooperation." 

In a statement issued in Tunis, 
on Saturday, ihifc Arab League 
said that the launching of the first 
Arab satellite will have a “wide 
positive .impact in the dev- 
elopment march of member cou- 
ntries mainly ia the fields of inf- 
ormation exchange and cultural 
development." 

The Arab League said the sat- 
ellite' represented a “new channel 
of communications among Arab 
countries and prove the credibility 
of joint Arab action to achieve an 
integration through cultural and 
information exchange.” 

The statement said the lau- 
nching of the satellite Friday coi- 
ncided with the 40th anniversary 
of the establishment of the Arab 
League. 

The statement stressed the nec- 
essity to preserve Arab and Isl- 
amic traditions as the only gua- 
rantee of a cohesion of the Arab 
Nation. 


PFLP asks Lebanese to SLA men to leave Sidon 
help protect Palestinians week before Israelis quit 


BEIRUT (R) — A Damascus- 
based independent Palestinian 
group Saturday urged Syrian'-' 
backed “national forces" in Leb- 
anon to cooperate with Pal- 
estinian forces to avert massacres 
in the refugee camps of South 
Lebanon. 

The Popular Front for the Lib- 
eration of Palestine (PFLP) led by 
George Habash said there was “a 
Fascist-Zionist plan to commit 
massacres in Palestinian refugee 
camps” in the south. 

There was a ’’joint 
Palestinian-Lebanese res- 
ponsibility” to protect the ref- 
ugees, it said in a statement tel- 
ephoned to an international news 
agency in Beirut from a base in the 
Syrian -con trolled eastern Bekaa 
Valley. 

The PFLP did not say what Pal- 
estinian force should protect the 
camps when the Israelis leave 
South Lebanon. But it urged “ inc- 
reased cooperation and coo- 


rdination between the Palestinian 
revolution and all Lebanese nat- 
ional forces” to protect them and 
continue resisting the Israelis. 

South Lebanon has five Pal- 
estinian camps with some 60,000 
refugees, two of them housing 
28,000 people in the Sidon area to 
be evacuated by Israel by Feb. 1 8 
in the first stage of its withdrawal 
from South Lebanon. 

The PFLP said there was a link 
between “terrorist campaigns” by 
Israeli troops against camps in 
South Lebanon and in the occ- 
upied West Bank. 

It said 30 young men were sei- 
zed by Israeli troops this week at 
the South Lebanese camp of 
Bourj Ai Shemali near Tyre and 
-23 at Daheisha camp. 

The Israeli campaign against 
Palestinians in Lebanon was par- 
ticularly aimed at ‘ Ajn AI Hilweh 
camp near Sidon, arid Bourj Ai 
Shemali and Rashidieh camps 
near Tyre, the statement added. 


MARJAYOUN. Lebanon (AP) 
— The head of an Israeli- 
sponsored militia in South Leb- 
anon said Saturday he would pull 
his men oui of Sidon, the region's 
largest city, a week before the Isr- 
aeli army is scheduled to give up 
the region. 

Former Lebanese Army Brig. 
Gen. Antoine Lahd. who heads 
the “South Lebanese Army 
(SLA)” militia that is sponsored 
and funded by Israel, told the 
Associated Press his men would 
maintain control only of a che- 
ckpoint in the Christian suburbs 
east of Sidon. another checkpoint 
in near Jezzine, and at one nearby 
crossing of the Awali River. Isr- 
ael's present “front line". 

Israel has said it intends to turn 
the Sidon area over to the SLA 
when it withdraws its occupation 
army Feb. 1 8-to a new line further 
south. The Lebanese government 
plans to send in the Lebanese 
army to take control. 


Brig. Lahd claimed there were 
several factions that intended to 
“exploit” the Israeli partial wit- 
hdrawal to cause “trouble" in the 
Sidon area. 

“There are forces that are gat- 
hering now in the Kharroub (reg- 
ion north of Sidon) made up of 
Amal (the Shi*iie Muslim militia). 
Palestinian dissidents and the 
Progressive Socialist Party pre- 
paring themselves to enter 
Sidon.” Brig. Lahd said in an int- 
erview at his office. “All this evi- 
dence shows there will be trouble 
in Sidon.” 

He said he was withdrawing his 
men from Sidon itself Feb. 12 “to 
open it for the police and army, for 
them to prove they can maintain 
security.” But he said he would 
remain ih control of the Christian 
areas because “I can’t evacuate a 
Christian area that is subject to 
danger before 1 see how active the 
Lebanese army is in and around 
Sidon.” 


Versions differ over violence at Seoul airport 


SEOUL, South Korea (AP) — 
•Kim Dae-Jung says he was “for- 
cibly pushed very violently." The 
South Korean government claims 
he lashed out at police, slugging 
one and frying to hit another with 
his cane. They 'agree on only one 
thing — that confusion ruled when 
the opposition leader returned 
home to a badly marred reception 
at Seoul's Kirapo airport Friday. 

Korea's top government spo- 
kesman for foreign media, Choi 
Tae-Soon, held a news conference 
Saturday to deny that police had 
used violence in separating Mr. 
Kim from his American sup- 
porters m inutes after he got off the 


plane. 

“There may. have been some 
pushing byt there was no punching 
or beating whatsoever.” Mr. Choi 
said. “Policemen were just per- 
forming their official duty as they 
■were told and were not pushing for 
pushing's sake." 

According to Mr. Kim and his 
American escorts, including two. 
U.S. congressmen, police utod 
physical force to pull Mr. Kim and 
his wife away from the others, 
shoved the Kims into an elevator 
and led them into a van in which 
they were driven to Mr. Kim’s 
home. Mr. Kim says he is now 
under house arrest. 


Journalists and most of the del- 
egation that accompanied Mr. 
Kim to ensure his safe hom- 
ecoming after two years of exile in 
the United States were held by 
police at the entrance of the plane 
for about 20 minutes and did not 
witness the confrontation inside 
the terminal. 

Mr. Choi said the Kim party 
walked about 30 metres down the 
gangway into the terminal and 
(hen police asked Mr. Kim to 
board an elevator. Mr. Kim ref- 
used. saying he wanted to use 
normal entry procedures, and pol- 
ice moved in to separate the Kims 


from the Americans, who had loc- 
ked arms with the Korean dis- 
sident. 

Mr. Kim, the government spo- 
kesman said, “used abusive lan- 
guage” and “ hit a policeman in the 
face with his fist." He said that 
inside the elevator Mr. Kim also 
tried to slug a policeman with his 
cane, and that downstairs in the 
van he slugged his bodyguard 
when that man advised Kim to 
cooperate with the police. 

Police were “instructed not to 
use force, but to use their bodies” 
to disengage Mr. Kim from his 
supporters, Mr. Choi said.

Jordan honours outgoing Soviet envoy 

No M.E. solution without 
Soviet role, Masri says

AMMAN — Foreign Minister Taher A1 Masri Sat- 
'urday stressed the need for a Soviet participation in 
any future Arab-IsraeU negotiations for a just and 
' permanent solution to the Middle East conflict. ^ 


Speaking during the ceremonies 
-held to present outgoing Soviet 
Ambassador to Jordan Rafik Nis- 
hanov the Istiqlal Medal of the 
First Order, bestowed upon him 
by His Majesty King Hussein, Mr. 
Masri praised Moscow's support 
for Arab causes. 

He emphasised “the ide- 
nticalness of the Jordanian and 
Soviet policies vis-a-vis int- 
ernational and regional issues,” 

' the Jordanian News Agency, 
Petra, said in a dispatch. 

The agency quoted Mr. Masri as 
underlining “the importance of a 
Soviet participation in any neg- 
otiations or (political) moves to 
find a just and permanent solution 
to the Middle East problem.” 

Responding to Mr. Masrfs spe- 
ech, Mr. Nishanov praised 
Jordanian .-Soviet relations and 
reiterated his country’s support of 
just and legitimate Arab causes, 
Petra said. 

The United States had rep- 
eatedly opposed a Soviet par- 
ticipation in any future peace neg- 
otiations but said it will hold “pol- 
icy level” consultations with the 


Soviet Union on international iss- 
ues including the Middle East 
problem. 

A Jordanian call for the con- 
vening of a United Nations spo- 
nsored Middle East peace con- 
ference in which ail parties inv- 
olved would participate, including 
the Palestine Liberation Org- 
anisation (FLO) and the five per- 
manent members of the U.N. Sec- 
urity Council, was rejected by Isr- 
ael and the United States. 

U.S. officials were quoted rec- 
ently as saying that a Soviet par- 
ticipation in Middle East peace 
talks would be “an obstacle” to 
reaching any peaceful settlement 
and that the' vast difference 'in 
views vis-a-vis the Middle East 
between Washington and Moscow 
makes it “impossible” to reach an 
agreement. 

Mr. Masrfs statement Saturday 
came following the King’s ann- 
ouncement last month of his int- 
ention to visit Moscow to discuss 
issues of mutual interests with 
Soviet officials. 

No specific date was fixed for 
the Kin£ s visit. 


Iranian opposition leader 
says strength increasing 


, AUVERS-SUR-OISE, France 
(AP) — Exiled Iranian opposition 
leader Massoud Rajavi said Sat- 
urday the regime of Ayatollah 
Ruhollah Khomeini is in a “crisis 
. .situation” and the leftist Muj- 
ahedeen is increasingly affecting 
, events in Iran. 

In a teat on the grounds of the 
headquarters of the National 
Council of the Resistance, Mr. 
Rajavi told reporters that a study

three. showed j.that the 

Mujahed^en was gaining inc- 
reasingly support 

The news conference was called 
to mark both the sixth year of the 
Iranian revolution which toppled 
Shah Mohammad Reza Pahiavi 
and the third anniversary of the 
death of Mujahedeen guerrillas 
Moussa Khaiabani, RajavTs dep- 
uty, and the guerrilla leader’s late 
wife, Ashraf Rabii. The two were 
killed Feb. 8, 1982 in an ambush 
by Revolutionary Guards. 

The National Council of the 
Resistance had announced a week 
. . of action in memory of the two and 

there were marches by Muj- 
abedeen supporters in a number 
of cities around the world on Fri- 
» day. 

Mr. Rajavi said Mujahedeen 
supporters had during the week 
taken action in 60 towns where: 


122 Revolutionary Guard veh- 
icles were destroyed, nine military 
planes put out of action, 200 cases 
of disobedience at various military 
bases were carried out, and tens of 
I thousands of slogans were hung up 
around the country. 

Mr. Rajavi said 40^00 people 
have been executed in Iran since 
Khomeini came to power in Feb- 
ruary 1979, and 120,000 people 
have been imprisoned for political 
reasons. 

■‘■ ,l He insisted that the National 
■Council of the Resistance rep- 
resents the best “alternative” to 
the Islamic regime now in power 
in Tehran.

Thousands of people, marched 
through Damascus Saturday to 
pledge support for Mr. Assad, 
president since 1971, ' «BT hel- 
icopters- hovered overbad dro- 
pping Jeaflefe Urging a “yes* vote. 

. Defence Minister Mustafa Tlas 
meanwhile wrote in Saturday's 
edition of the government new- 
spaper Tishrin: “We are with you,. 
Hafez Assad. For the sake of the 
nation we shall fight under your 
wise leadership against injustice, 
i Zionism, imperialism and rea- 
I crion.” 

Western diplomats say Mr. 
Assad enjoys widespread pop- 
ularity in this Socialist nation of 10 
million people despite ack- 
nowledged severe economic pro- 
blems. 

The ruling Baath Arab Socialist 
Party last month held its first nat- 
ional congress for five years, and 
identified economic mis- 
management and corruption as 
Syria’s biggest problems. 


. WASHINGTON (AP) —Turkish 
Ambassador Sukru Elekdag has 
said that Greece's anti-American 
and anti-Turkish policies should 
cause the Western allies to decide 
whether it should be allowed to 
remain in NATO. 

“One must now ask what pos- 
sible alliance purpose is served by 
Greece's continued mem- 
bership,” Mr. Elekdag told the 
anmifil conference of the Ame- 
rican Friends of Turkey. “I think it- 
is high time for the alliance to face 
up to this dilemma and to address 
it realistically.” 

Greek Prime Minister Andreas 
Papandreou “accuses tbe United 
States of being the Mecca of imp- 
erialism and praises the Soviet 
Union for being tbe bulwark of 
genuine peace ” he said.

As a result, he said, Greece has 
begun redeploying its troops from 


defences against the Warsaw Pact 
to the border with Turkey. Mr. 
Papandreou continues to reject 
Turkish offers to negotiate or arb- 
itrate their differences, Mr. Ele- 
kdag said. . 

. George Papoulias, Greek amb- 
assador to the United States, on 
Thursday complained that actions 
by Turkey since the 1951 had 
undermined Greece's reasons for 
remaining in NATO. 

“ Instead of enhancement of our 
security and protection of our leg- 
itimate national interests far- 
reaching changes have been bro- 
ught about fo our detriment,” Mr. 
Papoulias said. 

Turkey, he said, has occupied 
part of Cyprus since 1974'and has 
deployed its 4th Army since 1975 
along its west coast, across from 
the Greek islands. The army, he 
said, had been built up to a force of 
120.000 despite Turkish claims 
that it is a skeleton training unit. 

Mr. Elekdag said the Turkish 
threat to Greece was “imaginary” 
and that- Mr,- Papandreou is^aim- 
ing to destroy NATO’s European 

.defence strategy." ^ 

. Tbb deployment of troops along 
the border of another member of . 
the alliance is “in total con- 
travention of the underlying rea- 
son of NATO’s existence,” he 
said. 

“NATO is a collective defence 
system founded with tbe main 


objective of safeguarding the sec- 
urity of its member states against 
the Soviet threat, and as in any 
politico-military alliance, agr- 
eement with this central objective 
of NATO is the first and foremost 
condition for membership ” Mr. 
Elekdag said. 

He said Turkey is essential to 
the defence of NATO and that the 
major NATO priority should be 
modernising the Turkish Armed 
Forces, which are stfil equipped 
with World War fl-era weapons. 

However, Mr. Elekdag said, 
“because of the effectiveness of 
the very active anti-Turkish lob- 
bin in this country, there is a ten- 
dency in some political circles to 
challenge what should be obvious 
and familiar elements of Turkey’s 
strategic and military imp- 
ortance.”

Civil status conference sparks row 
over Islamic law interpretations

AMMAN — A heated argument 
broke out Saturday during a sem- 
inar on “Civil Status Law in the 
Arab World 1 ' when the Tunisian 
delegation presented their wor- 
king paper on “A Review of 
Women's Status in the Tunisian 
Civil Status Law." 

The argument arose between 
the participants because the Tun- 
isian paper discussed the equal 
right of both males and females to 
divorce their spouse, matters rel- 
ated to alimony and the ban on 
Tunisian men having more than 
one wife at a time. ' 

Sheikh Abdul Baqi Gammo, 
president of the seminar, objected 
to such rights saying that Tunisia 
has misinterpreted the' Sharia as 
well as the verses of the Holy 
Quran regarding these issues. 
However, some experts who par- 
ticipated in this seminar said that 
the Tunisian Civil Law offers 
comprehensive and up-to-date 
amendments on issues pertaining 
to the civil status law. The Tun- 
isian delegation was embarrassed 
by the fracas and was about to wit- 
hdraw, especially when a Jor- 
danian participant, who declined 
to be identified, launched verbal 
attacks against the Tunisian Civil 
Law and the “lack of public fre- 
edom in Tunisia.'' This speaker 
also said that the contents of the 
Tunisian laws “clash with people’s 
convictions.” 

This three-day seminar, org- 
anised by the Arab Women Gra- 
duates Club (AWGC) in coo- 


peration with the Yarmouk Uni- 
versity Liaison Office, will discuss 
important issues pertaining to 
every citizen in the Arab World 
vis-a-vis their civil duties and obl- 
igations. Tte issue of the civil sta- 
tus law is a controversial subject as 
it tackles legal, religious and phi- 
losophical considerations on civil 
status and public rights. 

Earlier in the day, Yarmouk 
University President Adnan Bad- 
ran welcomed the participants and 
expressed hope that the seminar 
would tackle the issues of civil sta- 
tus laws which he said are hin- 
dering all aspects of social dev- 
elopment in the Arab World. Dr. 
Badran added that such a seminar 
is a “constructive trial” in ap{£- 
roaching the negative aspects reg- 
arding socio-economic and phi- 
losophical attitudes and norms 
governing Arab societies. 


Religious considerations 


Dr. Badran stressed the need of 
taking into consideration the Arab 
Fiqh, based on the Holy Quran, as 
well as the intellectual heritage of 
our societies and added that the 
ideal law is the law which takes 
into consideration society’s gen- 
eral interests and the point where 
the individual's freedom should 
end. 

Dr. Mawia Bakri, president of 
the AWGC in her speech pointed 
out that when the rights and duties 
of each citizen are known, a lot of 
daily social problems could be sol- 
ved. She added that God has laid 
down a Sharia law which is ada- 
ptable and flexible to suit all social 


and individual problems. 

Mrs. Habiba Bourqadi, director 
of the Women's Affairs and Fam- 
ily Department at the Arab Lea- 
gue, presented a working paper on 
efforts made by the department to 
further the legal aspects of Arab 
women's legal status. 

Mr. Rida Bin Omar, from the 
Tunisian Ministry of Family Aff- 
airs and Women's Development*! 
and director of the Department of 
Civil Status and Public Rights, 
presented a Tunisian working 
paper on “A Review of the Civil 
Status Law in Tunis”, which spa- 
rked a_ debate on the int- 
erpretation or “ twisting” , as some 
delegates described it. of Sharia 
and Islamic law. 

Jordanian paper 

A Jordanian paper, to be dis- 
cussed Sunday, includes rec- 
ommendations prepared by the 
AWGC, prepared after con- 
sultation with various Jordanian 
legal experts as well as sociologists 
and psychologists. The paper sug- 
gests an article to be added to the 
newly amended civil status law.

Nijem compiles study on Jerusalem’s architectural heritage 


Jordan to present working 
paper on Israeli efforts to 
destroy Islamic holy sites

AMMAN — Jordan plans to present a com- 
prehensive report and working paper on Israel’s 
efforts to desecrate and destroy Islamic and Chr- 
istian holy places in the occupied West Bank, with 
particular emphasis on the threat to the Islamic sites 
in Jerusalem. 


The working paper, drawn up 
bv Public Works Minister Rayef 
Nijem, deals with various asp- 
ects of the Israeli occupation's int- 
ensified efforts to thwart Islamic 
efforts to preserve the holy nature 
of the religions sites under occ- 
upation. The paper will be pre- 
sented to the conference of Isl- 
amic Architectural Heritage and 
its Preservation, to be held under 
the auspices of the Arab Cities 
Organisation in Istanbul, Turkey 
between April 22-26, 1985. 

The topics includes sub topics 
on several important issues and 
the effects of Israeli activities in- 
the holy city on the Islamic her- 
itage. The paper also tackles att- 
empts to preserve the arc- 
hitectural character of the city 
despite Israel's occupation. 

Topics discussed in Mr. Nijem's 
paper include: Confirmation of 


the Arabic and Islamic identity of 
holy Jerusalem from historical, 
religious and archaeological per- 
spectives; The Israeli aggression 
against holy Jerusalem during the 
occupation (1967-1984), and its 
threat to Islamic monuments; 
“The Jewish neighbourhood in 
holy Jerusalem is not authentically 
Jewish”; The threat to Jerusalem 
posed by constructing a fortified 
Israeli settlement around the city; 
The demographic development of 
holy Jerusalem; Organisational 
development and its impact on 
holy Jerusalem; Israeli policies to 
Judaise holy Jerusalem; Armed 
presence in the holy Mosque and 
its interference with restoration 
works; The impact of Israeli exc- 
avations on the Islamic mon- 
uments; Registration of holy Jer- 
usalem on the list of international 
heritage threatened with des- 


truction;' Problems in taking his- 
toric structures as residences is 
holy Jerusalem; Restoration of 
Duri Waqf; Transportation dif- 
ficulties within holy Jerusalem; 
The architectural fabrics of holy 
Jerusalem and restoration dif- 
ficulties; Residents’ limited res- 
ources and lack of awareness, to 
preserve the heritage; The dif- 
ficulties of enforcing laws for the 
preservation of heritage under 
Israeli occupation; Defacing arc- 
haeological monuments as a result 
of unauthorised construction act- 
ivities; Restoration projects und- 
ertaken in spite of harassments 
and difficulties posed by the Isr- 
aeli occupation; A plan for res- 
toration of Islamic archaeological 
monument in holy Jerusalem; Isr- 
aeli plans for building Solomon’s 
Temple; Cooperation and coo- 
rdination between agencies con- 
cerned about architectural her- 
itage of holy Jerusalem. 

In the paper, Mr. Nijem out- 
lines the history of Jerusalem, its 
stages of development from 3000 
BC. through occupation by the 
Greeks, Romans, and Ottomans 
up to Israel's occupation and the 
1 present-day situation.

Building networks of roads to 
link these settlements together 
and with major Israeli towns. 

Separating the infrastucture of 
these settlements such as water 
and electricity networks from 
those of the Arab regions. 

Offering incentives' and fac- 
ilities to encourage Jews to settle 
in the new areas. Creating agr- 
icultural, industrial and tourist att- 
ractions to ensure their long life. 


Settlement belts 


At present, the study said, there 
are three main belts of settlements 
spread across the West Bank: A 
series of settlements along the 
Jordan Valley on the western side 
of the Jordan River, built in acc- 
ordance with the Alton plan. A 
series of settlements set up along 
the eastern heights of the West 
Bank extending east of the town of 
Bethlehem in the south and until 
Bisan in the. north!, forming some 
kind of a security belt in acc- 
ordance with the Dayan plan. A 
belt of colonies extending from 
Jerusalem in the south until Jenin 
in the north, not far from the arm- 
istice line that existed before the 
1967 war and in accordance with 
Sharon's plan. 

These belts consecrate a set- 
tlement policy adopted by Israel 
which aims at intensifying the pre- 
sence of settlers around Jer-- 


This Israeli settlement policy 
has caused adverse effects on the, 
conditions of the Arab inhabitants 
and threatens their existence. The 
great danger to the Arab inh- 
abitants ties in the following: 

The total area of land seized by 
Israel in the occupied Arab West 
Bank is now estimated at 
2,744,661 dunums, nearly 50 per 
cent of the whole West Bank. The 
Israelis lay their hands on Arab 
land whose owners are not living 
in the territory at present and also 
for military purposes. Israel has 
issued laws enabling the aut- 
horities to seize land for what it 
calk security reasons or for public 
benefit and also resorts to dif- 
ferent. twisted methods for exp- 
ropriating land anywhere it wishes 
in the occupied lands. Sometimes 
Arabs are forced to sell their land 
to Israeli agents and sometimes 
forged papers are used to show 
illegal ownerships. 

Israel is now escalating its ter- 
rorist measures against the Arab 
people by trying every possible 
means to drive them out of the 
territory or at least to scatter the 
Arabs over larger areas in order to 
make room for Israeli settlers to 
build colonies. To enable the Zio- 
nist settlers to set up their colonies 
on Arab land, the authorities res- 
ort to intimidating the Arab pop- 
ulation, imposing house arrest on 
their leaders and sometimes 
'employs chemical weapons and 
assassination in their criminal 
methods of dealing with the 
Arabs, the report said. A recent 
report by moderate academicians 
in Israeli Labour party has rev- 
ealed that the Palestinians were 
continually exposed to dis- 
crimination, military laws and vio- 
lence. Israeli statistics estimate the 
number of Palestinians who were 
forced to abandon their homes 
since 1967 and until August of 
1980 at 100,000. This large num- 
ber poses a great danger to the 
Arab population under Israeli 
rule, particularly as Israel is con- 
tinuing the drive to evict more 
- Arab people. 

Israel continues to sap Arab 
natural resources by pumping 
more than 17 million cubic metres 
of water annually to the Set- 


tlements, which threaten Arab 
.artesian wells with drying up. 

As Israel continues to seize 
Arab land, agricultural lands left 
for the Arabs to cultivate are get- 
ting smaller and shrinking every 
year. The .lack- of sufficient water 
is also making it difficult for the 
Arabs to live on their land. 

Israel has been linking the eco- 
nomy of the West Bank with it? 
own. making the Arab economy 
there vulnerable to the inflation 
and other economic ills Israel is 
suffering from. 

Palestinians under 20 years of 
age are forced to leave their land 
and nearly 20,000 of them have 
been reported to have left the ter- 
ritory as a direct result of Israers 
practices and arbitrary measures. 

Nearly 59,000 unskilled Arab 
labourers have abandoned their 
land and sought work at Israeli 
factories and farms. 

The poor services and the abs- 
ence of infrastructure in the occ- 
upied regions forced the Arab 
labourers to seek somewhere else 
to live. 

Israel is continually acting to 
obliterate Arab culture and her- 
itage in Jerusalem and other areas 
and is denying the Arab citizens 
any freedom. 

More than 100.000 military 
orders have been issued to date 
restricting the movement, the fre- 
edom, and the work of the Arab 
inhabitants and imposing Israeli 
laws, prior to final annexation. 

Israel has imposed what is cal- 
led the civil administration rule in 
the occupied territories by which 
the governors possess wide ran- 
ging powers, thus paving the way 
for Israelis to maintain a per- 
manent presence in the Arab ter- 
ritory. 

The RCJA study clearly dis- 
plays Israel's continued dnve to 
make demographic, geographic, 
economic, social and legal changes 
in the occupied Arab territories 
with the purpose of imposing Zio- 
nist rule permanently on the 
Arabs and their lands In occupied 
Palestine, Mr. Jaber said. These 
-developments call' for a speedy 
common Arab action to foil all 
Israeli schemes, he added. Among 
the main measures that should be 
adopted by the Arab nation in this 
respect is supporting the ste- 
adfastness of the Arab inhabitants 
in occupied Palestine in every pos- 
sible way. The Arabs should also 
launch informational offensives at 
all levels and in the international 
arena to exercise pressure on Isr- 
ael and the United States and to 
force Israel to abide by UN res- 
olutions concerning the rights of 
the Palestinians in their own lands.

VTC holds training course

IRBID (Petra) — The cumber of 
students currently enrolled in voc- 
ational training institutes amounts 
to (SftOO, according to Vocational 
Training Corporation (VTC) Dir- 
ector General Munther AJ Masri. 

Mr. Masri was speaking Sat- 
urday at the opening of a training 
methodology course held at the 
vocational training centre at Hak- 
amah, near Irbid.

THE RISING level of Palestinian resistance in the occ- 
upied West Bank, including bombings that have killed 
two Israelis in the past ten days, is eliciting an inc- 
reasingly harsh response from the Israeli government. 
Defence Minister Yitzhak Rabin said his government 
would take all necessary measures to deal with the Pal- 
estinians, including deportation, destruction of houses, 
administrative detention and other such harsh measures. 

We recall, a few months ago, that every other week 
there were news stories coming out of Washington, D.C., 
Home of the Free and the Brave, Roost of the Ethical 
Chickens, that the Reagan administration, and par- 
ticularly Secretary of State George Shultz, were enc- 
ouraging the Peres-led Israeli government to, well, to be 
nu^ to the Palestinians living under their American- 
financed occupation. Now, one supposes, Mr. Rabin is 
showing the world bow nice he can be when his 
American-financed occupation of the West Bank and 
Gaza — the longest military occupation in the 20th Cen- 
tury — starts to elicit impulses of liberty from the occ- 
upied Palestinians. Uh, we think something is not quite 
right here, and we t hink the blame has to be accepted 
both by the Israeli government and its financiers in The 
Home of the Free and the Brave, Roost of the Ethical 
Chickens. 

We find it particularly strange that the American gov- 
ernment should spend so much time and moral energy on 
the return home of the South Korean opposition leader, 
while dragging its feet on the explosive question of the 
occupation of Palestinian lands that it finances more or 
less directly, and the subsequent cycle of violence and 
counter- violence that is generated by the occupation. - 

By ail means, let the world know about .the South 
Korean opposition leader’s return home. But those who 
claim to espouse the cause of freedom and personal lib- 
erties should flap their eagle’s wings a bit harder and 
spread them a bit wider, to include all freedom-loving 
people throughout the world, including the Palestinians 
living under the Israeli occupation that relies on Was- 
hington for Its regular sustenance.

Al Ra’i: Helping to promote dialogue 


A GROUP of U.S. congressmen is due in Amman Sunday for talks 
with senior Jordanian officials and for a dialogue with members of 
the World Affairs Council.

fact-finding missions and for a closer study of the Palestine problem. 

These groups showed understanding of Jordan's sincere call for the 
establishment of a just and durable peace. The new group will also 
have the chance to know the Jordanian policy vis-a-vis the Middle 
East question and will certainly realise the seriousness of the sit- 
uation in the region and its adverse effect on world peace. 

The chance Jordan is offering these groups is a proof of this 
country 1 s desire to keep bridges of dialogue open with the American 
people, despite the hostile attitude of their government towards the 
Arabs and in spite of the fact that Washington continues to support 
and help the Israeli aggressors against the peoples of the Middle East. 

The American visitors have a responsibility towards their own 
country as they have the chance now to put things right again and to 
restore U.S. credibility in the Middle East. 


Al Dustour: Neo-fascist practices 


ISRAELI LEADERS have been issuing threats to the people of the 
occupied Arab territories about their intentions to deport resistance 
groups and ail those who try to resist occupation. The whole world is

Reagan delegates former CIA careerist 


to head American diplomacy at U.N.

WASHINGTON — With his 
nomination as U.S- ambassador to 
the United Nations, Vernon A. 
Walters will move into the spo- 
tlight for the first time after a len- 
gthy government career devoted 
almost entirely to secret activities. 

Gen. Walters will bring unique 
assets to his new assignment. He 
speaks six languages well, two 
others moderately, and, as Pre- 
sident Ronald Reagan’s chief dip- 
lomatic troubleshooter since 
1981 , has visited well over half of 
the United Nations' member cou- 
ntries. 

He also was deputy director of 
the Central Intelligence Agency 
(CIA) under Presidents Richard 
Nixon and. Gerald Ford and, dur- 
ing a 36-year army career, rose to 
the rank of three-star general. 

Gen. Walters. 68, has served 
presidents of both parties but his 
pronounced anti-Communist- 
views have won him particular 
. favour with Republican adm- 
inistrations. His opinions on glo- 
bal issues appear to parallel those 
of the outgoing incumbent. Jeane 
J. Kirkpatrick. 

After sitting out Democrat 


Jimmy Carter's administration. 
Gen. Walters wa&calledout of rct- 
irigpent by ivir. Reagan ,(n 1981 
and was named ambassador- 
at-large- In that capacity, be has 
visited more than 100 countries 
both hostile and friendly, ave- 
raging 16.000 kilometres a week 
during some hectic periods. Most 
of his missions have been und- 
ertaken without announcement. 


During one eight-day end- 
urance test, his itinerary read like 
a travel agent's dream: 
Washington-South America- 
Africa-Europe-Los Angeles- 
Europe-Washington. 

Admirers say Gen. Walters has 
a talent for establishing good rel- 
ationships with foreign leaders 
and creating a strong presence. 

These qualities have enabled 
Gen. Walters to soften the impact 
of the messages, usually unp- 
leasant. he has been asked to del- 
iver to foreign leaders. It has not 
been unusual for Gen. Walters, as 
an example, to inform a gov- 
ernment that U.S. assistance is 
being cut. 

Reflecting on his assignments 
for Mr. Reagan, Gen. Walters said 
in an associated Press interview 
last August. “ I am not sent if suc- 
cess is likely. Local authorities 


take care of the easy problems. 
One of my chief tasks, is 
inistering extreme' urictiou, riast- 
before the patient dies. s 

“Sometimes I carry a message 
of reproof. I carry a message of 
request, I carry a message of enc- 
ouragement but more often I tell 
(foreign leaders) they’ve lost X 
percentage of their aid pro- 
gramme or that we don't like what 
they're doing in one area or ano- 
ther,'* he said. 

In the past, Gen. Walters has 
tried to avoid dealing with the 
Middle East. 

“I don’t see any easy solution, 
and I don't like frustration,'’ Gen. 
Walters said in ' the interview. 
“We've got some very capable 
people handling it and I see no 
reason to trespass in their private 
garden." 

Gen. Walters' skill at languages 
was developed during his sch- 
oolboy education in Europe. Bes- " 
ides English, he is fluent in Spa- 
nish. French, Portuguese, Ger- 
man, and Italian. He also has a 
limited command of Dutch and 
Russian. 

He has made ample use of his 
linguistic abilities, having served 
as interpreter for several pre- 
sidents early in bis career. When 


Mr. Nixon was greeted by angry 
.mobs on a visit to Venezuela in 
195SOGen. Walters was seated 
next to him as their Limousine 
made the perilous trek to Caracas 
from the airport. 

Gen. Walters, a lifelong bac- 
helor who seldom drinks, also is 
well known for his prodigious 
memory and his ability to keep 
secrets. While serving as U.S. mil- 
itary attache in Paris during the 
late 1960s and early 1970s, he 
arranged secret negotiating ses- 
sions between foen-Natiomd Sec- 
urity Adviser Henry A. Kissinger 
and North Vietnamese diplomats. 

One of his main duties in that 
role was to ensure that Mr. Kis- 
singer was able to cany out his 
travels in Paris undetected. He 
also met secretly on 46 occasions 
with Chinese diplomats over a 
two-year period as pan of foe 
Nixon administration's bid to 
begin a diplomatic relationship 
with Peking. 

Mr. Kissinger, one of the most 
demanding taskmasters ever to 
bold high office, has described 
Gen. Walters as imaginative, dis- 
creet, indefatigable, masterful and 
flamboyant. He once told Gen. 
Walters: “nobody does for me the 
things you do.” 


Factional strife threatens Tanaka’s power

TOKYO — Frustrated followers 
of Knkuei Tanaka have mounted a 
challenge to the “shadow Sho- 
gun" which could threaten his 
power as Japan's political kin- 
gmaker. 

Political analysts said Mr. Tan- 
aka'S monolithic faction inside 
the ruling Liberal Democratic 
Party (LDP) is threatened by 
members disgruntled over his rel- 
uctance to name a successor. 

The disgraced former prime 
minister, still the country’s most 
influential party faction boss, is 
unlikely to completely lose his grip 
on the murky world of Japanese 
politics. 

But University of Tokyo Pro- 
fessor Scizaburo Sato jold Reu- 
ters: “Tanaka’s power must ine- 
vitably decline.” 

The struggle could weaken the 
power base of Prime Minister 
Yasuhiro Nakasone. Mr. T anaka' s 
protege, the analysts said. 

The latest challenge to Mr. 
Tanaka came from Finance Min- 
ister Noboru Takeshita, a member 
of Mr. Tanaka's LDP faction, 

Mr. Takeshita is setting up his 
own policy study group from Thu- 
rsday, a move opposed by Mr. 
Tanaka. 

Party sources say faction mem- 
bers are frustrated because Mr. 


Tanaka, convicted in 1 983 of acc- 
epting bribes, will not say whom 
he will support in the next race for 
prime minister. 

Political analysts say the fru- 
stration prompted the move by 
60-year-old Takeshita. a leading 
contender for the premiership 
when Mr. Nakasone' s second term 
ends in November 1986.

Few analysts think foe faction 
will dissolve. Faction leaders are 
scurrying to work out a com- 
promise before Mr. Takeshita’s 
study group is inaugurated on 
Thursday.

Prof. Sato said. “The best thing for 
Takeshita is to inherit the faction , 
intact.”

How many faction members 
will finally join Mr. Takeshita's 
group remains unclear.

Tanaka has used his construction 
business fortune to build up the 
largest of five main factions in the 
LDP, controlling 119 of the 
pany’s 399 parliamentarians. 

Although Mr. Tanaka is no lon- 
ger an LDP member — he sits in 
parliament as an independent — 
he still controls the faction and his 
support has been essential to the 
election of every prime minister 
since 1978. 


Mr. Takeshita's decision is a 
sign of bis determination to force 
Mr. Tanaka to recognise him as his 
successor, said Prof. Sato, a close 
adviser to Mr. Nakasone.

Mr. Tanaka’s power, which 
rests largely on his ability to give 
political supporters lots of money, 
is unlikely to disappear. 


Prof. Sato said the factional str- 
uggle should not directly affect 
Mr. Nakasone, who heads his own 
factioa, since under LDP rules he 
cannot seek a third term as party 
president.

Indeed, in its long and turbulent history, Cyprus has been 
dominated by many powers. , including .Arabs, but. contrary to 
certain beliefs, it has never been Greek. In this regard, foe 
“Ummo Haram Shrine” (the holy tomb of the foster aunt of our 
Prophet Mohammad. S-A.) is, to say the least, a more concrete 
and real evidence of the Arab- Muslim presence in Cyprus, than 
any mythological Greek figure that can be produced. Although 
Greeks had built trading colonies in the island, as British author 
Nancy Crawshaw also indicates in her book entitled “Cyprus 
Revolt, an Account of the Struggle for Union with Greece.” “the 
influence of the Greeks was not exclusive, nor did they at any time 
control foe whole island.” 

Moreover, historians also have quite a different view from that 
of Ambassador George Costas, regarding the origin of the 
Greek-speaking population of Cyprus. Sir George Hill, who is an 
authority on Cyprus histoty, writes in his book “History of Cyp- 
rus” that the great majority of the Cypriot population are of a 
mixed race. As regards the Greek-speaking population of the 
island, historical evidence shows that they are a “levantine” peo- 
ple with strong Byzantine influences. 

Mr. Costas has certainly got his figures confused when he 
attempts to dispute the realistic figures given by Ambassador 
Keilani regarding the population ratio of the Turkish Cypriot and 
Greek Cypriot communities. But what is more important here 
than mere figures is the fact that, since a “Cypriot nation” has 
never existed in the island (and the late Archbishop Makarios was 
the first to admit this as early as 1963), it is wrong and misleading 
to talk about majorities and minorities in Cyprus. What do exist in 
foe island are two culturally and ethnically distinct peoples who 
had come together within a bi-national state, as equal co-founder 
partners of the Republic of Cyprus. i 

Tbe Greek Cypnots, with the aid of Greece, have sys- *£j 
tematically and deliberately destroyed this bi-national republic, ’ ! 
over a period of eleven years between 1963-1974, in order to 
create a purely Greek-Cypriot state in its place and unite it with 
Greece (Enosis). While doing so, they violated and usurped every 
constitutional and human right of the Turkish-Cypriots and com- 
mitted untold atrocities against the- Muslim Turks of Cyprus, 
whfch are also recorded by the international news media and the 
U.N. reports of the periods. 

It was this bitter past and the injustices committed agai nst the 
Muslim Tuikish Cypriots which necessitated that the federation • 

to be established in Cyprus should be a bi-comraunal and bi-zonal 

one. as foe only means of ensuring the peaceful coexistence of foe - 
two communities on a side-by-side basis. The two sides have . 
indeed agreed to the establishment of bi-zonal federation both in 
1977 and 1979; and the latest initiative of the U.N. secretary- 
general for a solution of the Cyprus problem was also based on 
this realistic formula.

Our Christmas was destroyed. 
When one is body searched twice 
in ten minutes before being all- 
owed to visit the birthplace of 
Jesus, there develops a feeling of 
wrong, of evil, of disgust and pity. 
The atmosphere, far from dig- 
nified and spiritual, was, in my 
wife’s words, “ Gestapo and thr- 
eatening!’. I had been there three 
years ago. The time was not at 


Our plans to worship at the bir- 
thplace of our Lord prevented by 
-the uncaring, rude, arrogant act- 
ions of battle-dressed young men 
and women carrying automatic 
weapons, we attempted as obj- 
ectively as possible to assess rea- 
sons for the excessive control. 

Surely the troops of boy and girl 
scouts marching past, the bar- 
ricades into Nativity Square were 
not threatening; nor was the slow 
procession of Franciscans as they 
made their way into the Square; 
nor it seemed to os was the small 
group of Christians who had come 
from all parts of the world to pay 
their respects. Yet each of us was 


herded into controlled lines, req- 
uired to pass through electronic 
detectors, and at the whim of any 
soldier to snap our cameras to 
prove they were not bombs. 

Given that this part of the world 
breeds terrorism, that the pub- 
licised intention of Prime Minister 
Peres of Israel to visit the Holy 
Places during Christmas required 
care and caution; given the pal- 
pable hostility between Arabs and 
Jews; there still seemed to us no 
consequent need for the degree of 
inspection and rudeness we exp- 
erienced- You could not escape 
the feeling that Christmas was 
being violated deliberately. Here 
was an opportunity to show the 
control of Israeli militia. It was 
demonstrated with all the power 
and authority of a Ghenghis Khan. 

On one occasion, when the 
way to the Grotto was blocked by 
barricades, 1 made my way to an 
Israeli officer standing on a pla- 


tform overlooking Nativity Squ- 
are and asked what could be done 
to get to the Grotto. I mentioned 
that we had come halfway around 
the world to pay our respects to 
our God. and were deprived of the 
opportunity. He looked coldly 
down at me, turned on his heel and ' 
walked away, saying over his sho- 
ulder, “Try harder." A bit later 
one of the barricades was removed 
allowing a single line to move tow- 
ards the Birthplace. 

At a checkpoint leading to the 
Grotto, a young Arab, pushed 
against me by the herding soldiers, 
asked if I was American. He then 
asked if I would hold his two 
“lucky’’ United States dollars 
because be was not allowed to 
have U.S. currency. He would be 
jailed if they found it, tie said. I 
kept his money until we had com- 
pleted the inspection. 

Undoubtedly, the Israeli exp- 
lanation for all this would be that 


repetitive controls are necessary 
to prevent the outbreak of vio- 
lence at large gatherings, to for- 
estall opportunities to plant 
bombs or take some other anti- 
Israel action. There is logic in such 

explanations, but they fail to con- 
sider that the excessive app- 
lication of these controls in bri- 
nging the reservoir of hate and 
repressed anger to an explosive 
point. 

We came away from our Chr- 
istmas in Bethlehem feeling that 
an evfl was there, not the good that 
we had come to find. Later, when 
we saw television broadcasts of 
the midnight Mass, we saw no evi- 
dence of the military. That sel- 
ective television view generates 
the general thought and feeling in 
our own country about this part of 
the world. Our Christmas in Bet- 
hlehem convinces us that it is not 
that way at alL

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Latin American states reaffirm 
demands, warn of shift in stance 
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SANTO DOMINGO (R) -- Latin 
American debtor nations have 
' ended a two-day meeting by rea- 
. ffijanmg their basic demands for 
. .easier payment terms but warning 
, fheir moderate stance may change 
.if no progress is made in meetings 
diie in the next few months. 

. The 12 -nation Cartagena 
group, meeting here for the third 
time, called Friday night for imp- 
'rbved repayment terms of the reg- 
ion’s $360 billion debt for all cou- 
ntries and measures to- ensure 
economic and social stability. 

- It agreed to channel its initiative 
through the interim committee of 
the International Monetary Fund 
(IMF) ‘and the World Bank dev- 
elopment committee, which are 
meeting in April. 

‘ CallS from Argentina and some 
other countries for. early direct 
talks with -the. major seven ind- 
ustrial nations were not adopted 
but a communique said they will 
be invited to high-level talks after 
the IMF and World. Bank mee- 
tings. 

- If Western nations snub this ini- 
tiative " there wiD be a serious risk 
to economic, social and political 
stability throughout the region,” 
the communique said. 

Ministers 'said the Cartagena. 


group would tailor its future att- 
itude, particularly in a submission 
to the summit of Western nations 
in Bonn in May. according to the 
response from the Washington 
meetings. 

However, ministers: were rel- 
uctant to spell out whether the 
group would get tough if its calls 
for dialogue were ignored. 

“It is better not to comment on 
this possibility, bnt in any case we 
are reasonably confident that the 
industrial countries will respond,” 
Brazilian Finance Minister Era- 
ane Galveas told Renters. 

The Cartagena group will res- 
ume discussion of its proposals at 
the Inter- American Development 
B ank annual meeting in Vienna 
on March 22, and will submit them 
together with a technical doc- 
ument to the group of 24 leading 
industrial nations in Washington 
on April IS. 

The document wtU emphasise 
the region's insistence that the 
debt problem'is not yet resolved in 
spite of progress made by some 
countries. 

Since the last Cartagena group 
meeting in Mar Del Plata last Sep- 
tember, Mexico and ' Venezuela 
have reached- rescheduling agr- 


eements for a total of $70 billion. 

While the Santo Domingo mee-' 
ting was taking place, Brazilian 
negotiators in. New York were 
tying up a $45.3 billion deal with 
the longest repayment schedule 
yet achieved by a Latin American 
debtor. 


The communique called for the 
improved terms achieved by these 
countries to be extended to all 
others in the region. 

Ministers were anxious to avoid 
the impression that Latin America 
no longer believes the debt sit- 
uation to be critical, and will be 
closely watching the reaction of 
industrialised countries at the 
Washington meetings. 

"We are ready to discuss the 
debt in a serious, mature and res- 
ponsible way.” Mexican Finance 
Minister Jesus Silva Herzog said, 
but added that creditor nations 
should now offer concessions after 
the sacrifices made by Latin Ame- 
rica. 


This is expected to crystalise in 
proposals by the Cartagena group 
to revive capital flows to the reg- 
ion through increased official len- 
ding by institutions such as the 
World Bank in order to help ens- 
ure continuing economic growth. 


Iran succumbs to OPEC pricing 


NICOSIA (AP) — Iran has cha- 
nged its mind and has now fallen to 
line with the new price structure 
adopted by the majority of mem- 
ber states of the Organisation of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries 
.(OPEC) the Middle East Eco- 
nomic Survey (MEES) reported 
Saturday. 

. The new Iranian prices notified 
to customers on Feb.-8 are $28.05 
per banel for Iranian light (down 
$1.06) and $27.35 per barrel for 
Iranian heavy (down 20 cents), 
the weekly oil journal reported. 

These prices said MEES are 
clearly aligned on the. new Saudi 
prices of $28 per barrel for Ara- 
bian-light and $27.40 for Arabian 
medium. 

Iran, together with Libya and 
Algeria, had dissociated itself 
from last month's decision by the 
majority of OPEC members . at 
Geneva on a new price structure 
.for differentials based on a $28 
per barrel marker for Arabian, 
light. 


MEES said another surprising 
move by Iran is that its new prices 
have been set FOB. Sirri island, 
Iran's new transhipment point in 
the lower part of the Gulf near the 
Strait of Hormuz, rather than 
FOB. the main Iranian export 
terminal at Kharg island, the usual 
practice. 

“This proves conclusively that 
Tran's reported drive to move its 
Oil export trade, from the cus- 
tomers’. standpoint at any rate, 
beyond the reach of Iraqi air att- 
acks is a serious and definite 
plan,” MEES said. 

MEES said under an Iranian 
scheme -scheduled to begin in 
Mid-February Iranian owned or 
chartered tankers are to move oil 
from the Kharg terminal to Sirri. 
for transhipment to customers 
there. 

Iran apparently expects cus- 
tomers to pickup the crude at Sirri 
at the official selling price, whe- 
reas a discount of around $0.80 to 
$1.00 per barrel , is being con- 


sidered for those who are pre- 
pared to lift at Kharg. 

The discount offered for lifting 
at Kharg is designed to offset the 
risk faced by tankers braving the 
Iraqi-imposed blockade of Iranian 
ports In the northern reaches of 
the Gulf and the frequent attacks 
by Iraqi warplanes on Kharg- 
bound tankers. 

MEES said cutsomers are tre- 
ating the Iranian offer without 
much enthusiasm because the. 
market, though finning up. still 
has a fair way to go before rea- 
ching Iran's official selling price 
for crude. 

At the same time a technical 
problem under discussion is the 
extent to which Iran is prepared to 
make good any quantities of crude 
that may be lost during tra- 
nshipment from Kharg to Sirri. 
MEES said. • 

Another factor causing buyers 
to hesitate is the number of oil- 
for-goods barter deals currently 
_ being made by Iran, MEES added. 


European Com^sion le^s new 
steel dispute with United States 
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BRUSSELS (R) — The European 
Commission is concerned that a 
new steel trade row might break 
out with the United States just as 
the IJyt one seems close to set- 
tlement, commission sources said. 

The commission feared Was- 
hington might try to restrict Eur- 
opean Community exports of 
semi-finished steel products, mak- 
ing it. the latest in a chain of steel 
hems at the centre of trans- 
Atlantic trade disputes in recent 
years, the sources said Friday 
night 

U.S. officials, who me in Bru- 
ssels to wind up negotiations over 
a protracted row about- Com- 


munity exports of steel pipes and 
tubes, Friday requested formal 
consultations on Feb. 25 over the 
level of imports of semi-finished 
steel goods. . 

Community steelmakers have 
been taking almost half the U.S. 
import market for semi-finished 
steels, with sales of 454,000 ton- 
nes worth $70 million in the first 
10 months of last year, according . 
to U.S. statistics. 

The strength of the dollar has 
made it increasingly worthwhile 
for- foreign steelmakers to ship 
ingots, blooms and billets to the 
U.S., whose imports from all sou- 
rces have more than doubled in 


tonnage since the start of this dec- 
ade. 


The sources said the Com- 
munity executive was astonished 
the U.S. administration appeared 
to be considering a global ceiling 
on semi-finished steel imports 
while President Reagan has been 
encouraging higher levels of world' 
trade. 


They said the U.S. had every 
right to seek talks on the level of 
European sales of semi-finished 
steels, but they emphasised that 
there was free trade in these goods 
and the commission would fight 
any attempt to change this. 


Volcker warns of risk from U.S. deficits 


WASHINGTON (R) — Federal Reserve (Fed) 
Board Chairman Paul Volcker sounded further 
sombre warnings about the size of the U.S. budget 
and trade deficits Friday, saying they were a risk to 
the American and world economic recovery and if 
not curbed could eventually trigger a recession. 


He told the Senate budget 
committee the U.S. economy will 
grow smartly in 1 985 but warned 
that inflation and higher interest 
rates would return unless the bud- 
get deficit was cut. 

"I don't believe we can keep inf- 
lation, low while you're running 
deficits in the $200 billion plus 
.range,” he said. 

'Die deficit is expected to reach 
$230 billion in the 1986 financial 
year beginning Oct. 1 unless Con- 
gress either cuts spending or raises 
taxes. 

Mr. Volcker said Congress must 
cut at least $50 billion from the 
projected deficit. Otherwise, he 
said, the financial markets will be 
disappointed and interest rates 
will rise. 

The central bank chief called for 
decisive, creditable cuts in the def- 
icit to restore market confidence 
and warned that the longer these 
decisions were delayed the greater 
the risks. 

"The more you can do. the safer 
we will be.” he added. 

Mr. Volcker said a reduction in 
government spending was the best 
way to trim the deficits, but that he 
would prefer tax increases to no 
action at all. 

Earlier in prepared testimony 
Mr. Volcker said the U.S. budget 
and trade deficits were putting at 
risk both the U.S. and world eco- 
nomic recovery. 

"Until those underlying pro- 
blems are adequately addressed, 
we will be putting at risk our 


hard-won gains and the bright 
promise for the future," he said. 

Mr. Volcker also said that unr- 
estrained budget deficits could 
eventually trigger a recession. He 
said he was concerned that as the 
economy continued to expand it 
could drive interest rates higher as 
long as deficits were not curbed. 
Such a scenario could eventually 
precipitate a recession. 

Mr. Volcker said the srrong dol- 
lar was exerting downward pre- 
ssure on prices and boosting pro- 
ductivity but it was also hurting 
U.S. industries that compete with 
imports or export. 

From a global point of view, the 
Fed chairman said, the higher 
trade deficit had increased growth 
abroad as well as financing the 
U.S. budget deficit. 

"But all this is simply not sus- 
tainable. We don't want a future 
economy based on capital inf- 
lows." he said.

hits record low 
in New York 


Meanwhile, the British pound 
sterling, which had been holding 
up relatively well against the dol- 
lar, succumbed Friday and struck 
a record low of $1.0970 in New 
York. 

The dollar also set a new 13- 
year high against the West 'Ger- 
man mark in New York, soaring to 
a peakof3.2570 marks before set- 
tling back at the close to 3.2510. 
still up almost a pfennig from 


3.2430 at the end of trading Thu- 
rsday. 

Dealers had. several' exp- 
lanations for sterling’s weakness. 

“Once you get the dollar up 
above 325 marks, people are rel- 
uctant to keep buying dollars aga- 
inst marks," said Mr. Bob Hinton 
of Barclays Bank. "They think it's 
time to stan hitting another cur- 
rency. and sterling has moved 
down less than the other Eur- 
opean currencies." . 

Mr. Ronald Holzer of Harris 
Bankcorp said, “Today sterling 
just gave some ground back.” 

Dealers said the sell-off of the 
pound was far from orderly, tho- 
ugh near the end of trading it rec- 
overed slightly and ended at 
$1.1040, compared with Thu- 
rsday's new York closing price of 
$ 1 . 1120 . 

“There was some panic." said 
one dealer. "People were long on 
(holding investments in) sterling 
at $1.11 because they thought 
that’s where the Bank of England 
warned h. so when it started to 
move down, there was quite a bit 
of panic selling." 

Dealers also said that lower 
wholesale interest rates in Britain 
Friday contributed slightly to the 
sell-off. 

Against the mark, the dollar 
continued a smooth ascent. 

"Based on its performance this 
week and technical factors. 1 don’t 
see it turning around.” said Mr. 
Holzer. "A correction is possible 
but not a major change in dir- 
ection.” 

The dollar also soared on Eur- 
opean currency markets Friday to 
close once more at record highs, 
inspired by New York buying and 
a growing feeling that central 
banks have failed to make their 
recent intervention pact stick. 


Third World textile exporters 
form policy - coordinating body 


.GENEVA (R) — Third World 
textile exporters said Friday they 
had set up a body to strengthen 
their muscle in the battle against 
trade discrimination by ind- 
ustrialised states. 

Mr. Felipe JaTamillo, Col- 
ombia's ambassador to United 
Nations bodies in Geneva, told a 
news conference that the obj- 
ective of the new International 
Textiles and Clothing Bureau was 
tp.plrmvnaT< restrict jp,qs, pp. Third 
World textile ^experts.. 

The 'bureau, to be based in 
Geneva, will coordinate views and 
actions of Third World textile 
exporters in future major dis- 
cussions with industrialised nat- 
ions. 


He said the bureau, which has 
been set up initially by 10 cou- 
ntries accounting for more than 70 
per cent of Third World textile 
exports, will also seek to bring int- 
ernational trade in textiles under 
the overall umbrella of the world 
trade watchdog GATT, the Gen- 
eral Agreement on Tariffs and 
Trade. 

China, Colombia, Egypt, Hoiig 
Kong. India, South Korea, Macao. 
Mexico, Pakistan and- Peru have 
already signed, aijd'^others are 
expected to follow suit. 

Trade in textiles is regulated by 
the Multi-Fibre Arrangement 
(MFA) which allows industrial 
countries to impose curbs on imp- 
orts from developing producers. 


Bahrain offshore banks assets rise 


BAHRAIN (R) — Assets of Bah- 
rain’s 76 offshore banking units 
rose to $62.69 billion in Dec- 
ember, the highest monthly total 
since May, figures released Sat- 
urday by the Bahrain Monetary 
Agency showed. 

The figure was $462 million 
higher than November’ s and com- 
pares with a record $63.47 billion 
last March and $62.74 billion at 
the end of 1983. The total dec- 
lined steadily from May to Sep-, 
tember but has risen again since . 


then. 

Banks continued to shift funds 
into dollars, with assets held in the 
U.S. currently rising to $4832 bil- 
lion in December from $47.08 bil- 
lion in November. Assets in reg- 
ional currencies fell to $9.93 bil- 
lion from $10.37 billion. 


A geographical breakdown 
showed that assets held in Arab 
countries climbed to $29.29 bil- 
lion from $28.69 billion. while 
those held in Western Europe fell 
to $16-54 billion from $16.65 bil- 
lion. 


-Liabilities in dollars rose to 
$44.72 billion from $43.32 bil- 
lion, while those in regional cur- 
rencies fell to $13.66 billion from 
$14.26 billion. 


Liabilities due to Arab cou- 
ntries climbed to $41.15 billion 
from $40.73 billion, while those 
due to Western Europe slipped to 
$13.53 billion from $13.92 bil- 
lion.

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The resilient dollar closed in 
London at a 13-year high of 
3.2580 German marks, up from 
Thursday's ’3.2448. to notch up 
gains of more than six pfennigs 
over the week. 

The dollar also climbed to its 
highest ever levels against the 
French franc, the Italian Lira, the 
Portuguese escudo and Sca- 
ndinavian currencies. It also rea- 
ched an 11-year peak against the 
Swiss franc. 

The pound withstood the dol- 
lar’s pressure more successfully 
than other currencies in Europe, 
closing at $1.1105 in London, 
three-fifths of a cent below Thu- 
rsday’s finish. 

Prime Minister Margaret Tha- 
tcher said Thursday night that ste- 
rling’s present level was not jus- 
tified by the performance of the 
British economy, but dealers were 
not impressed. British bank len- 
ding rates rose 4- ‘4 points to 14 
percent last month to support ste- 
rling.

41 Words can't back 
a currency’ 


"If people uy and ialk a cur- 
rency up, the market will knock it 
down twice as fast. You cannot use 
words to push a currency up.” one 
dealer commented. 

There is a growing sentiment in 
currency markets that last month's 
agreement by the finance min- 
isters of the five leading ind- 
ustrialised nations to intervene in 
concert on foreign exchanges can- 
not succeed in curbing the dollar's 
ascent. 

But although opinion weighs 
against the ability of central banks 


to influence the market, dealers 
also recognise that the dollar is 
much overvalued. 

"Sentiment has not changed ....

The dollar closed in London at 
2.7630 Swiss francs and at U.U3 
French francs, up from 2.7625 and 
9.90 francs Thursday. 

it breached 2.000 Italian lira tor 
the first time to end the day at 
2.001.5 lira, up from Thursday 
night's 1,996.5 bui finished little 
changed against Japan's currency 
at 260.63 yen.

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U.S. not to use sanctions 
against New Zealand 


KUALA LUMPUR (R) — U.S. Trade Envoy Wil- 
liam Brock indicated Saturday that Washington 
would not use economic sanctions against New Zea- 
land for its ban on nuclear ship visits. 


“There is a great deal of regret 
in (he U.S. administration over 
New Zealand's action but 1 would 
be cautious to suggest that the 
U.S. would take any retaliatory 
action as we are not comfortable 
with that approach. 1 ' he told a 
news conference before leaving 
for Tokyo. 

Mr. Brock said, however, that 
Washington would have to review 
some of its policies to ensure con- 
tinued good relations with Wel- 
lington. 

New Zealand forbids visits by 
nuclear-powered or nuclear- 
armed warships. Last week it den- 
ied a U.S. request that a warship 
be allowed to visit next month. 

The decision sparked a row over 
its impact on the ANZUS defence 
alliance, which includes Australia. 

In New York aides to Aus- 
tralian Prime Minister Bob 
Hawke Friday said at no time in 
his talks with President Reagan or 
other administration officials was 
there mention of possible U.S. 
economic moves against New Zea- 
land. 

New Zealand's decision not 10 
allow a U.S. warship to enter one 
of its ports came on the eve of Mr. 


Hawke’s visit to Washington and 
dominated his talks with the pre- 
sident and other administration 
officials. 

An aide told Reuters: “There 
was no proposal by the adm- 
inistration to put economic pre- 
ssure on New Zealand. Nothing 
like that was mentioned. We 
(Australia) don't support undue 
pressure being put on New Zea- 
land." 

Both Mr. Hawke and Mr. Rea- 
gan have said their defence all- 
iance with New Zealand was not in 
jeopardy because of New Zea- 
land's refusal to allow U.S. ships, 
possibly carrying nuclear wea- 
pons. into its pons. 


Australian- American Ass- 
ociation, Mr. Hawke declared his 
government looked forward to a 
continuing close relationship with 
the United States. 

Meanwhile United Nations 
chief Javier Perez de Cuellar arr- 
ived here Saturday for a four-day

Reagan names General 
Walters tq U.N. post 


WASHINGTON (R) — President 
Reagan has nominated Vernon 
Walters, an experienced secret 
envoy and troubleshooter for sev- 
eral administrations, to the post of 
U.S. ambassador to the United 
Nations. 

He would replace Jeane Kir- 
kpatrick. who resigned last month 
to return to private life after ser- 
ving lour years in the job. The pos- 
ition is subject to Senate con- 
firmation. 

Gen. Walters. 68.' a retired U.S. 
army Lt. Gen. and accomplished 
linguist, would retain the cabinet 
rank that was accorded to Mrs. 
Kirkpatrick, the White House said 
in a statement. 

Gen. Walters has shuttled aro- 
und the world for many secretaries 
of state and presidents since 
World War II but most of his ses- 
sions with foreign leaders have 
been kept top secret. 

“His special assignments inc- 
luded serving directly under, Pre- 
sidents Truman. Eisenhower and 
Nixon.” the statement said. 

For the past four years he has 
been an ambassador-at-large and 
diplomatic troubleshooter for Mr. 
Reagan. Some of his recent mis- 
sions have taken him to Africa. 
Asia and Central America. 

Gen. Walters became a pri- 
ncipal spokesman for the Reagan 
administration's policy of “Ouiet 
diplomacy” and behind- 
the-scenes persuasion, especially 
on the issue of human rights vio- 
lations. 

He told a Senate hearing in 
1 MK 1 that U.S. policy on human 
rights should be marked not by 
abrasive public statements but by 
“private arm-twisting.’-' 

Gen. Walters, a former int- 
elligence agent, worked in a sim- 
ilar capacity for five adm- 


inistrations. He was a secret envoy 
for then-Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger during the Vietnam 
peace negotiations with North 
Vietnamese and Chinese officials. 

Gen. Wallers served as an aide 
to veteran U.S. diplomat Averell 
Ham man at the Marshall Plan 
Headquarters in Paris after World 
War JJ. assisted Gen. Dwight Eis- 
enhower in setting up Supreme 
Headquarters for Allied Powers. 
Europe (SHAPE) in Paris, was 
staff assistant to Gen. Eisenhower 
on all his foreign trips after the 
general became president, and 
was also military attache in Italy. 
Brazil and France. 

He served as deputy director of 
the Central Intellegence Agency 
(CIA) from 1972 to 1976. 

Gen. Walters, according to pub- 
lished reports, had told the White 
House he would not be interested 
in the U.N. post unless he had the 
cabinet rank given to Mrs. Kir- 
kpatrick.” 

Mrs. Kirkpatrick, an outspoken 
conservative, was said in pub- 
lished reports to have sought a 
senior foreign policy position in 
Mr. Reagan's second adm- 
inistration but none was found for 
her. 

Announcing her resignation, 
she said she would return to tea- 
ching and writing and speak out on 
U.S. foreign policy from academic 
forums. 

Gen. Walters, by contrast, is 
largely a private man who shuns 
personal publicity. He once obs- 
erved that he was perfect for sec- 
ret missions because he could 
stand in crowded airport terminals 
and not be recognised by anyone. 

One of his most publicised qua- 
lifications is his linguistic ability. 
Gen. Walters is said to speak at 
least eight languages.

U.S. reveals 
existence of 
‘secret’ plane 


WASHINGTON (R) —The Pen- 
tagon has accidentally disclosed - 
the existence of a secret aircraft 
code-named Aurora on which it 
plans to spend more than $2 bil- 
lion .in 1987. 

Those details were ina- 
dvertently primed in a Defence 
Department budget document 
made public this week, but beyond 
that no one will say anything about 
the new air force craft. 

“I am not authorised to com- 
ment,” is the standard reply from 
Pentagon officials to questions 
about the plane. 

The document simply lists tjie 
name and planned spending 1 of 
$86 'million for the plane’s dev- 
elopment in 1986 and an add- 
itional $2.3 billion in 1987. 

Informed sources say the Aur- 
ora is a reconnaissance version of 
the so called Stealth bomber being 
built by Northrop, but officials 
refused to comment on that rep- 
ort. 

The Stealth, whose dev- 
elopment is cloaked in secrecy, is 
_being designed with new materials 
'and configurations to make it nea- 
rly invisible to enemy radar.

Gandhi meets with Sri Lankan minister 


NE W DELHI! AP) — Prime Min- 
ister Rajiv Gandhi and Sri Lanka's 
visiting national security minisfer 
had a “useful exchange of views” 
Saturday on Sri Lanka's ethnic 
conflict and its impact on relations 
between the two countries, an Ind- 
ian spokesman said. 

The minister. Laliih Ath- 
ulathmudali, met with Mr. Gandhi 


for about an hour at his residence. 
External Affairs Ministry spo- 
kesman Salman* Haidar told rep- 
orters. 


He gave no other details of the 
talks, but government sources 
who asked not to be identified said 
Mr. Gandhi expressed concern 
over violence against minority 
Tamils in Sri Lanka and called for 


a negotiated political settlement 
to the ethnic strife. 

Talks between the Sri Lankan 
government and the Tamils' main 
political party collapsed in Dec- 
ember.

Alhulaihmudali was scheduled. 


BUCHAREST (R) — British 
Foreign Secretary Sir Geoffrey 
Howe, on a mission to stress the 
West’s seriousness over renewed 
East- West arms talks, conferred 
here Saturday with 

Romania's President Nicolae 
Ceausescu. 

Romanian Foreign Minister 
Stefan Andrei also attended the 
.meeting with Sir. Geoffrey, who is 
travelling on to Bulgaria Sunday 
and visits Czechoslovakia. Poland 
and East Germany in April. 

The meeting was held in a hall at 
the Communist Party Central 
Committee headquarters. 

No word on the meeting with 
Mr. Ceausescu was immediately 
available, but British officials said 
Sir Geoffrey's initiative was. pro- 
mpted by a conviction that 
East-West relations should not 
depend solely on the atmosphere 
at U.S.-Soviet arms talks. 

One member of -the British 
party said that Sir Geoffrey, like 
other Western ministers making 
contacts with the East, was mak- 
ing clear he was “genuinely det- 
ermined to make arms neg- 
otiations a success to make 
East-West relations more secure 
at a lower level of arms.” . 

Mr. Ceausescu. the most 
independent- minded of all East 
Bloc leaders, has made a number 
of peace initiatives. 

A senior Romanian Foreign 
Ministry official said Friday that 
Romania would be suggesting a 
joint initiative to Britain to dec- 
lare that all nuclear weapons be 
withdrawn from non-nuclear sta- 
tes. 

British officials expected Sir 
Geoffrey to listen to such a pro- 
posal if it were put forward Sat- 
urday. 

But they noted that Britain's 
policy was to back installation of 
U.S. medium-range missiles in 
Western Europe unless the Soviet 
Union withdrew its own SS-20 
missiles on its own territory aimed 
at Western Europe. 

"They know perfectly well our 
policy on intermediate-range 
weapons,” one British official 
said. 

Sir Geoffrey arrived Friday 
night and was driven through 
diraly-Iit streets. 

Romanian ’officials said one 
issue to be raised was the pos- 
sibility of fretfh credits from Bri- 
tain, although this crisis-hit Bal- 
kan country is set on a course of 
austerity to repay foreign debts as 
soon as possible. 

A senior Romanian Foreign 
Ministry official told Reuters that 
Romania was prepared to con- 
sider new credits, as long as rep- 
ayment conditions were not con- 
sidered onerous, while pushing 
ahead to pay off some $7.5 billion 
of outstanding loans and interest 
on that sum.

PARIS (R) — Politburo members 
from China. Vietnam and the Sov- 
iet Union huried their differences 
here Friday night to share a pla- 
tform at a solidarity rally during 
the French Communist Party’s 
25th Congress. 

Veteran Vietnamese politburo 
member Le Due Tho, given a sta- 
nding ovation by around 5,000 
French party militants, failed to 
applaud when it was the lura of his 
Chinese counterpart Ni Zhifu to 
speak. 

The Chinese delegate, more 
diplomatic, clapped limply for a 
few seconds after listening to the 
Vietnamese call for round-table 
talks on the future of Indochina. 

Mr. Ni.Zhifu's attendance at the 
traditionally pro-Soviet French 
part/s congress follows the res- 
toration of relations between the 
two panies in 1982. when 
Secretary-General Georges Mar- 
shals visited Peking. 


At Friday night's rally. Mr.

Plot to destabilise

ABIDJAN (R) — Several dis- 
sidents plotting to destabilise 
Ghana .have been arrested. Accra 
Radio reported Saturday. 

A broadcast monitored here 
gave no details but hinted at plans 
to disrupt a forthcoming visit to 
Kumasi, Ghana's second largest 
city, by the country's leader Jerzy 
Rawlings. It said the dissidents 
were arrested last Saturday. 

The radio said the visit by Raw- 
lings and other members of the 
ruling Provisional National Def- 
ence Council (PNDC), for cer- 
emonies marking the 50th ann- 
iversary of the restoration of the 
Ashanti kingdom, would go ahead 
shortly as planned. 

It said thousands of people took 


to the streets in Kumasi Friday in a 
demonstration of suppprt for the 
govertupent in the wake of the all- 
eged destabilisation attempt. 

King Oturafuor Opoku Ware 
said the people of Ashanti were 
solidly behind the government, 
the radio reported. 

Rawlings, a former flight- 
lieutenant in the Ghanaian Air 
Force, has survived several coup 
attempts since coming to power 
for the second time on Dec. 31. 
1981.. 

Left-wing groups have begun to
